SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


Physical  examinations  of  the  fifty-four  Stark  and 
Crystal  school  children  were  conducted  in  the  spring 
term  of  the  year  1957-58,  by  Dr.  Robert  I.  Hinkley. 
Findings  as  follows: 

Enlarged  or  Diseased  Tonsils  7 

(2  have  been  corrected) 

Enlarged  Cervical  Glands  1 

Nervous  System  1 

Hernia  1 

Posture  Defect  2 

Cardiac  2 

Orthopedic  1 

Genital  Defects  2 

Speech  Defect  2 

No.  successfully  vaccinated  52 

No.  unsuccessfully  vaccinated  1 

No.  Unvaccinated  1 

These  children,  due  to  the  low  number  in  each  grade 
are  examined  yearly,  which,  in  my  estimation,  is  a 
distinct  advantage  over  the  larger  schools  where  five 
grades,  only,  are  done  annually. 

Scalp,  Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  were  made  by 
Nurse.  Findings:  Vision  Defects  4  (2  have  been  cor- 
rected); Hearing  Defects  2  (1  already  under  care); 
Skin  2  (Treated). 

TB  Patch  Tests  were  applied  to  all  with  the 
gratifying  result  that  there  were  no  reactors. 
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All  children  were  brought  to  the  Dentist's  office 
for  check  of  permanent  teeth  and  those  who  wished  to 
avail  themselves  of  corrective  service  have  come  in 
groups  of  eight  or  ten  for  fillings,  as  follows:  Chil- 
dren attending,  25;  Corrections,  34. 

Sixteen  children  attended  Polio  Clinics  in  Grove- 
ton  to  complete  their  series;  it  is  unfortunate  that 
there  are  a  few  who  have  never  had  permits  signed 
for  this  very  important  protection  from  one  of  the 
most  destructive  diseases  known  to  both  children  and 
young  adults. 

The  part  of  State  Health  Program  which  shows 
a  decided  backward  slide  is  the  immunization  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus.  There 
are  now  about  thirty  in  the  two  schools  who  have 
either  had  none  of  the  Inoculations  or  have  not  com- 
pleted the  series.  I  hope  this  will  be  remedied,  for 
occasional  reports  of  reoccurrance  prove  that  the 
complete  stamping  out  of  these  diseases  will  be  reach- 
ed only,  by  the  protection  of  all  through  immuniz- 
ation. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  all  con- 
cerned: Children  and  Parents,  School  Board  mem- 
bers who  have  gone  all  the  way  to  help  make  these 
privileges  possible,  using  their  own  cars  and  time 
to  interview  and  arrange  with  parents  and  other 
citizens,  who  have  responded  willingly,  for  transpor- 
tation, so  that  no  money  has  been  asked  for  to  get 
the  children  in  to  the  weekly  correction  clinics.  Mr. 
Gallant  willingly  brought  the  big  group  in  for  Den- 
tal check  and  has  also  been  very  helpful  in  investigat- 
ing absentees.  This  year,  on  account  of  the  heavily 
increased  enrollment,  it  would  have  presented  a 
problem  to  get  them  all  in  at  one  time.  Dr.  Israel 
solved  the  problem  by  offering  to  stop  at  the  School 
and  carry  out  the  Check  there.  From  the  experiences 
of  last  and  especially  this,  brand  of  winter,  I  hope 
it  will  be  possible  another  fall  to  carry  out  the  Dental 
Program  in  October  and  November. 

Please  let  me  say  how  fortunate  you  are  with  the 
type  of  teachers  yours  are  as  I  have  found  them  to 
be.  Whether  it  is  the  daily  grind  or  a  big  project,  it 
is  carried  out  with  a  personal  interest  in  each  child 
as  well  as  many  little  kindnesses  outside  the  call  of 
duty.     The  same  applies  to  the    Cafeteria    and   the

Cafeteria  worker  who  consistently  serves  such  palat- 
able meals.  And — above  all,  credit  and  thanks  to  the 
taxpayers,  who  make  such  schools  possible. 

It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with  each 
and  every  one  of  you. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  pupils  will  have 
the  privileges  of  the  up-to-date  Vision  Tester  recent- 
ly donated  to  Groveton  Public  schools  by  the  Grove- 
ton  Lions  Club.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1958-  1959 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  in  Stark.  I  am  pleased  to  tell  you 
that  academically  the  schools  are  doing  very  well.  The 
young  people  have  done  well  in  their  examinations 
and  their  records  have  compared  favorably  with  all 
the  other  schools  of  this  Union.  Moreover,  of  13 
young  people  who  have  attended  our  schools  over  a 
period  of  years,  six  are  on  the  honor  roll  at  Grove- 
ton  High  School.  This  is  a  mark  of  good  teaching 
as  well  as  interest  in  their  studies. 

The  buildings,  also,  are  in  very  good  repair.  No 
major  expenditure  has  been  made  except  for  cold 
weather  damage. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  instituted  at  the  Stark 
School  last  year  has  been  most  successful  under  Mrs. 
Althea  Lunn  as  director  and  cook.  The  $400.00  rais- 
ed as  a  special  appropriation  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  1958  has  made  it  possible  to  continue  the  pro- 
gram and  it  seems  probable  at  this  writing,  meals 
will  be  served  until  about  April  1.  With  the  present 
cost  of  materials  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  program 
can  be  selfsupporting.  With  this  in  mind  the  Board 
has  entered  an  article  asking  for  $400.00  as  a  special 
appropriation  in  the  Warrant  for  the  March  meeting. 
If  this  amount  is  voted,  it  will  assure  the  program  for 
another  year. 

As  pointed  out  at  the  March,  1958,  meeting  the 
$4,500.00  raised  for  tuition  has  been  found  to  be  not 
enough  to  pay  the  tuition  bills  for  the  current  year. 
There  have  been  22  young  people  attending  High 
School  all  or  a  part  of  the  time  at  a  total  cost  of 
nearly  $8,000.00  including  a  small  end  of  the  year 
deficiency.  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  $3,500.00 
additional  to  be  made  available  before  the  end  of  the 
current  year.  The  School  Board  has  included  in  the 
Warrant  an  article  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  in 
this  amount. 

Wishful  thinking  does  not  make  it  any  less  for 
next  year.  The  accompanying  Grade  Placement 
Chart  shows  there  will  be  26  students  eligible  for 
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High  School  next  year  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
$9,880.00.  This  amount  has  been  included  in  the 
budget  for  next  year.  Other  estimates  in  the  budget 
have  been  weighed  very  carefully  and  the  total,  other 
than  tuition,  is  only  sUghtly  higher  than  the  amount 
asked  for  last  year. 

As  you  know  two  of  the  Board  members  were 
new  last  year,  Mrs.  Emma  Miles,  2  years,  and  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Leighton,  3  years.  They  are  to  be  com- 
plimented on  the  fine  work  they  have  done  this  year 
under  most  stringent  financial  conditions.  Mrs.  Al- 
thea  Lunn  has  made  an  excellent  chairman  of  the 
Board.  These  people  need  your  active  support  if 
they  are  to  give  you  the  schools  you  want  for  your 
children. 

Miss  Florence  Wheeler  has  prepared  a  report  on 
her  activities  as  School  Nurse.  She  is  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  children  and  it  is  well  to  give  her  sug- 
gestion and  advice  due  consideration. 

We  were  glad  to  welcome  Mrs.  Thelma  Whitcher 
as  teacher  at  the  Crystal  School.  She  is  doing  the 
same  good  work  that  we  have  come  to  expect  from 
Mrs.  Martin  and  Mrs.  Jones.  Good  teachers  make 
for  good  schools.  We  welcome  the  close  cooper- 
ation between  the  parents,  teachers,  and  the  School 
Board. 

Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  report.
